I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Eeport  upon  the 
Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  I960, 

is  was  pointed  out  last  year,  the  Registrar  General’s  mid'-year 
estimates  had  shown  that  there  had  been  a slight  falling  l?rend  in 
population  during  the  year(§  195^  to  1957 » Although  the  variations 
ere  but  slight,  it  would  seem  that  the  trend  .now  is  towards  a 
reversal.  The  year  1958  showed  the  firfet  inerease,  - by  20  persons, 
1959  equaling  that  figure,  The  ©urrent  year  shows  an  increase  of 
60  upon  its  predecessor,  or  In  other  words  of  80  upon  1957  when 
the  prior  falling  figures  were  halted, 

Ho  marked  specific  separate  factor  such  as,  infant  mprtality 
variation,  increased  longevity,  or  marked  diminution  in  the  occurr- 
ence of  any  particular  disease  can  be  held  responsible  for  this  . t 
bettered  change-  although,  of  course,  the  improved  Standard  of 
Living  of  the*  community  (of  which  re -housing  proverbially  plays  a 
significant  part),  could  be  expected  to  have  a.  gradual  effect 
towards  increase  rather  than  decrease  in  the  size  of  the  population 

The  current  Birth  Rate  has  remained  virtually  unchanged 
(17 » 9 as  to  the  earlier  17.8)  whereas  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole,  has  increased  slightly  more  by  17.1  Qs  to  the 
former  16.5  iSs  was  mentioned  last  year,  the  Birth  Rate  of  this 
District  has  fluctuated  considerably  from  1955  onwards,  whereas  those 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  hove  shown  a steady  but  slight 
increase  from  15.0  to  17.1.  The  respective  rates  for  imlwch  from 
1955  onwards  have  been  14, 8i  20,6;  15.4;  18.9;  17.8  to  the 
current  17.9.

, The  Stillbirth  Rate  per  1,000  estimated  populcction  after  being 
at  1,0  in  1958  appreciably  higher  thaji  those  for  the  County  (0,56; 
snd  for  England  and  VLales  (0.55)  fell  to  0.55  in  1959  snd  to  zero 
for  the  current  year  (The  respective  rates  for  the  County  and  for 
England  and  Wales  have  been  0,54  and  0,55) 

^s  will  be  seen,  - of  these  ijSsBe  iinnual  Rates,  two  (Stillbirth 
and  Births)  show  a betterment  upon  the  preeeeding  year  and  the  thiv^, 
shows  a deterioration  of  only  t^ese  bear  favourable 

comparison  with  the  respective  fibres  produced  by  England  and 
lales  as  a whole, ^ in  analysis  of  the  Causes  of  Death  (Victual 
occurrences)  reveal  an  increase  of  the  cardiac  group  by  5,  ^'’nd  a 
decrease  of  the  malignant  group  by  the  same  figure.  This  increase 
in  the  ’Heart  group’  not  reflected  in  the  figures  for  the  proceeding 
year  now  conforms  with  the  Rational  trend.  There  has  been  no 
significant  preponderance  of  deaths  of  one  sex  over  the  other. 

Of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  no  epeddmics  oJ.ere  anticipated 
(one  of  neasles  having  occurred  in  recent  years)  nor  hove  occurred, 
protective  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria 
having  apparently  prevented  even  sporadic  occurrences.  Protective 
measures  maintained  by  the  Local  Health  Wuthority  at  its  welfare 
Centres  as  well  as  by  General  H/fedical  Bractitioners  have  included 
spedial  evening  sessions  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination  to  provide 
for  those  adults  at  work  during  the  day-time  who  were  mode  eldgable 
for  protection  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  according  to  the  supplies 
of  vaccine  made  available. 


Only  one  single  Notifiontion  of  Tuberculosis  wos  received  during 
the  year,  thot  of  o mole  aged  37  years,  of  the  respiratory  form, 
and  consequently  only  a siggle  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  called  for 
of  a relevant  contact. 

Sixty  one  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  for  the 
first  time  and  35  against  whooping  cough , 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  reported  satisfactorily  upon  32 
mains-water  samples. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  both  that  the  15  samples  of 
Ice  Grearc  were  reported  upon  as  Grade  1,  and  that  (from  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors'  report)  although  there  has  been  a nett 
increase  (by  two  premises)  to  18  registered  to  sell  this  potentially 
dangerous  food  that  all  sell  this  commodity  pre-packed. 

Od  slaughtehouses  meat,  - two  more  animals  were  killed  this 
year  yeat  than  last,  and,  although  it  was  possible  to  ihspeet  a 
higher  proportion  of  carcasses  than  formerly,  yet  in  only  a single 
instance  was  tuberculosis  detected,  and  that  was  in  a pig's  head. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Souncil  is  intending  to 
prepare  duch  a Sewerage  sc he  mo  for  the  Bull  Bay  area  as  will 
at  the  same  time  obviate  complaints  from  tourist  beach,  users  and 
also  ensure  wider  municipal  sewerage  coverage. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  4?  of  the  National  Assitance 
/iKt  of  1948,  nor  yet  under  Section  20  of  the  li/iilk  and  Dairies 
Regulations  of  1949. 

In  conclusion,  I should  yet  again,  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Rfembers  for  their  interast,  and  the  Clerk,  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  willing  co-operation 
and  help.

The  following  is  my  report  on  the  sanitary  circuffistances 
of  the  area  during  the  year  I960,  and  the  public  health  a®ti\!7lties 
of  the  department 

HOUSING  The  completion  of  new  houses  during  the  year  s. howed  an 
improvement  in  1959» . 

On  the  first  on  Hanuary  the  6 dwellinghouses  at  Lon  Bach 
and  the  4 flats  at  Bethesda  Street  were  under  construction.  All 
these  were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

The  Council  stented  building  on  the  Tanybryn  Road  Site  now 
Hnown  as  Hfeesllwyn,  18  out  of  a total  of  26  hauses  were  started 
during  the  year  and  7 of  these  were  completed., 

lifost  of  the  houses  were  let  for  ;gsneral  needs  and  for  the 
housing  of  staff  employed  at  tge  bew  Anglesey  Radio  Station,  Other 
Council  houses  be«»ame  vacant  during  the  year  and  they  were  re-let 
uder  the  Council's  point's  scheme,.  3 families  were  rehoused  from 
unfit  houses, 

Privste  development  continued  at  a slow  rate  4 private  houses 
were  under  construction  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  2 were 
started  during  the  year,  and  4 were  completed.  Although 
development  was  permitted, on  the  Graig  Ddu  site  for  private  houses 
no  start  has  yet  been  made. 

It  appears  that  the  erection  of  the  proposed  bungalows  at 
Pjadyn  Dysw  will  assitt  considerably  in  meeting  the  ore  sent 
housing  need  of  the  district. 

The  Council's  programme  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  has 
practically  been  feompleted  with  t he  exception  of  certain  houses 
occupied  by  one  or  two  persons.  The  provision  of  the  bungalow® 
will  allow  for  the  rehousing  of  these  persons  and  also  the  transfer 
of  families  comprising  one  or  two  persons  suitable  for  bungalow 
occupation  but  now  liging  in  2 or  3 bedroomed  Council  Houses, 

Certain  Council  houses  and  bungalows  are  at  present  occupied 
as  follows  s- 

24  two  bedroomed  dwell.ings  occupied  by  single  persons. 

18  two  bedroomed  dwellings  occupied  by  families  of  two  persons 

5 three  kedroomed  dwellings  occupied  by  single  persons., 

14  three  bedroomed  dwellings  occupied  by  families  of  two 

persons. 


IJI/PROVEMINT  GRAnNlE. 

Four  applications  were  received  during  theyear  for  discretionary 
grants  and  all  were  approved.  The  total  amounted  to'  £1430, 

Two  standard  grants  were  oaid  on  applications  approved  in 
1959.  Six  new  applications  were  received  and  approved. 

Property  ox’^ners  are  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  the 
facilities  to  improve  their  property  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
there  are  a considerable  number  of  houses  in  the  area  although  ±in 
an  excellent  condition  have  not  the  amenities  that  could  be 
provided  with  a standard  grant.
